FRENCH AND GERMAN PROPOSALS - 

FRG DEL GAVE USUN PROPOSED RES ESTABLISHING GROUP OF 
"WISE MEN" TO STUDY PROPOSALS MADE AT SPECIAL GA. FRENCH 
PASSED TO USUN, WITH REQUEST FOR COMMENTS, DRAFT RES PROPOSING 
ESTABLISHMENT OF LIMITED MEMBERSHIP INTERSESSIONAL GA COMITE, 
WHICH WOULD CONTINUE SPECIAL SESSION "DIALOGUE BETWEEN 
PRODUCERS AND CONSUMERS" AND REPORT THROUGH ECOSOC TO

IN FIRST READING OF DRAFT PROGRAM OF ACTION, COMITE APRIL 23 
CONCLUDED DISCUSSION OF PART II (INTERNATIONAL MONETARY 
SYSTEM AND FINANCING OF DEVELOPMENT) AT— IF ANYTHING-SLOWER 
THAN EARLIER PACE. EC-9 STILL UNABLE EXPRESS COORDINATED 
VIEWS ON TIEMS, SO PLAYED NEGLIGIBLE ROLE. THEY DID DRAW 
SOME FIRE IN REQUESTING EXTENSIONS OF DEADLINES FOR SUBMITTING 
WRITTEN AMENDMENTS, BUT UKDEL SAYS AGREED SET SUBMITTED
